OPTOMETRY. IN THE SCHOOLS 


Vision is the chief medium in becont- 
ing educated. Many children in school 
are at a great disadvantage because-of 
their refractive errors, which in most 
cases can readily be corrected. Many 
children dislike school because of the 
ocular effort they must make in’ study- 
ing from books, so in time they are
